The ya rd is the British a nd Ameri« ? a n 
•ta nda rd of length. 
Down to 1824 the 
origina l sta nda rd of Brita in (a nd from 
which ours wa s copied) wa s a rod, 
which ha d been deposited in the court 
of exchequer, London, in the time of 
Queen Eliza beth. 
In those da ys a ll 
mea sures intended for genera l usb were 
ta ken to the court of exchequer to be 
exa mined by the proper oflicer. 
Tha t 
officia l took the proposed mea sure a qd 
pla ced it pa ra llel with tho sta nda rd, 
a nd if found correct pla ced certa in 
ma rks of identifica tion upon it. 
By a n 
a ct of pa rlia ment in 1824 the old Eliza ­ 
betha n sta nda rd wa s superseded by a n­ 
other, which ha d been constructed under 
the directions of the Roya l society 64 
yea rs previous. This a ct provided tha t 
“ the stra ight line of dista nce between 
th« * centers of two points in the gold 
studs in the brars rod now in the custody 
of the clerk of the house of commons 
shall be the genuine standard of the 
yard measure in Gr« *at B ritain.” 
The 
act further provided that the m easure­ 
ments of the rod must tie made w hen 
the temperature of the brass was at 6 2 
degrees F. 
T hat standard was destroyed by fire 
in 18 34, and the commission appointed 
to r< place it made th<* yard measure 
now in u»«(*. 
The new standard was de­ 
posited in th« * house of parliam ent in 
18 55, and authenticated copies of it are 
in tli« ' possession of our government offi­ 
cials at W ashington.—St. Louis Repub­ 
lic.

such prima ry importa nce a nd so fa r- 
ria ching in its consequences a s to call 
for the roost painstaking investigation, 
and in tho end a sober and unprejudiced 
judgm ent a t tin* polls. Wt* must not be 
misled by phrases nor deluded by false 
theories. 
Free silver would not mean 
that silver dollars were to be freely had 
without cost or labor. 
It would mean 
the free use of the m ints of the United 
States for the few who aro owners of 
silver bullion, but would make silv« *r 
coin no freer to the many who aro en­ 
gaged in other enterprises. 
it would not make labor easier, the 
hours of labor shorter or the pay better. 
It would not make farm ing less labori­ 
ous or more profitable. 
It would not 
start a factory or make a demand for tm 
additional day’s labor. 
It would create 
no new occupations. 
It would 
add 
nothing to the comfort of the masses, 
the capital of the people or tho wealth 
of the nation. 
It seeks to introduce a 
new measure of value, but would add 
no value to the thing measured. 
It. 
would not conserve values. On the con­ 
trary, it would derange all existing val­ 
ues. 
It would not restore business eon- 
fidence, but its direct effect would be to 
destroy the little which yet remains. 
The meaning of the coinage plan 
adopted at Chicago is that any one may 
take a quantity of silver bullion, now 
worth 53 cents, to the m ints of the 
United States, have it coined at the ex­ 
pense of the government and receive for 
it a silver dollar which shall ho legal 
tender for tho payment of all debts, pub­ 
lic and private. The owner of the silver 
bullion would get the silver dollar. 
It 
would belong to him and nobody else. 
Other people would get it only by their 
labor, the products of their land or 
something of value. The bullion owner, 
on the basis of present values, would re­ 
ceive the silver dollar for 53 cents’ 
worth of silver, and other people would 
he required to receive it as a full dollar 
in the paym ent of debts. 
The govern­ 
ment would get nothing from th« * trans­ 
action. 
It would bear the expense of 
coining the silver, and the community 
would suffer loss by its use. 


Silvtir D olla r s N ow on a Gol« l lia sls. 
We have coined since 
18 7 8 more 
than 400,000,000 
of 
silver 
dollars, 
which are maintained by the govern­ 
ment at parity w ith gold and are full 
legal tender for the payment of all 
debts, public and private. How are the 
silver dollars now in use different from 
those which would be in use under free 
coinage? They are to Ix; of the same 
weight anil fineness. 
They are to bear 
the same stamp of the government. 
Why would they not be of the same 
value? 1 answer: The silver dollars now 
v. tl*««* were coined on account of the 
government, and not for private account 
or gain, and the government has sol­ 
emnly agreed to keep them as good as 
the best dollars we have. 
The govern­ 
ment bought rh« > silver bullion at its 
market value and coined it into silver 
dollars. 
Having exclusive control of 
The 
mintage, it only coins w hat it can hold 
at a parity w ith gold. 
The profit, rep­ 
resenting the difference between 
the 
commercial value of the silver bullion 
and the face value of tho silver dollar, 
goes to th<* government for the benefit 
of the people. 


Fa rm er» a n d L a borer* W ou ld .Suffer M ost. 
If there is any one thing which should 
b« ' free from speculation and fluctuation, 
it is the money of a country, 
lt ought 
never to bo the subject of mere partisan 
contention. When we part w ith our la­ 
bor, our products or our property, we 
should receive in return money which 
is as stable and unchanging in value as 
the ingenuity of honest rm n can make 
it. 
Debasement of the currency means 
destruction of values. No one suffers so 
much from cheap money ¡is the farmers 
and laborers. 
They are the first to feel 
its bad effects and tin* last to recover 
from them. 
This has been the uniform 
experience of all countries, and here as 
elsewhere. The poor, and not the rich, 
ar« * always tlu* greatest sufferers from 
« very attem pt to debase our money. 
It 
would fall with alarming severity upon 
investments already made, upon insur- 
ance companies and their policy holders,
